A steady stream of golden grain 
has been pouring into the county ’s 


elev ators and cash into the pock­ 
ets of the farmers for more than 
a week now as one of the best 
harv ests in y ears mov ed into the 
home stretch today . 


J ust how much wheat and how 
much cash the harv est will y ield 
remains 
conjectional. 
Reports 
from the 13 elev ators serv ing the 


community show that more than 


300.000 bushels hav e been dum p­ 
ed into the bins. At an av erage of 
$2 a 
bushel, for easy 
figuring, 
that puts the cash v alue up to 
ov er $000,000. 
Elev ator 
reports 
also indicate 
that thousands more bushels hav e 
been stored on the farm—and that 
is the same as more money in the 
hank. 


By the time the threshing and 


combining is completed, probably 
in another week, Fay ette County 
farmers 
will

The American note to Moscow, 
demanding that the Soviet Union 
immediately lift he food blockade 
of western Berlin, is couched in 
a bluntness which is the only kind 
of language the Bolshevists under­ 
stand. 
It is perhaps the most forceful | 
communication ever laid before 
the post-war Muscovites. 


It isn't belligerent and it doesn’t 
make 
threats, but 
it leaves 
no 
doubt that 
Uncle Sam has 
had 
enough of bullying. He isn t taking 
any more. 
Sim ilar 
notes 
were 
sounded 
simultaneously by both Britain and 
France. So far as America is con­ 
cerned. it will be sweet music in 
the ears of 
the average 
citizen, 
who has ben waiting eagerly for 
this hardening against Communist 
aggression. 
The ••average” citizen, by the 
way, gives his loyalty to America. 
There are Communists and fellow 
travelers, who are citizens in name 
only and take their orders from 
Moscow, to whom the note will not 
be music. 
The Communist food blockade 
is, of course, an inhuman effort to 
starve the 
2,400,000 civilians 
of 
western 
Berlin 
and thus 
force 
America, France and 
Britain 
to 
withdraw from the capital. Such 
a withdrawal would leave the Reds 
free 
to create 
another 
satellite 
state out of their German zone of 
occupation, 
with 
Berlin as 
the 
capital. 
Of this scheme the Washington 
note warns that the United States 
will not be compelled by ‘‘threats, 
pressures 
or other 
actions” 
to 
abandon its rights in Berlin. And 
listen to this: 
‘i t is intolerable that any one 
of the occupying authorities should 
attempt to impose a blockade upon 
the people of Berlin. The United 
States 
government is 
therefore 
obliged to insist that in accordance 
with 
existing 
agreements 
the 
arrangements for the movement of 
freight and passenger traffic be­ 
tween 
the 
western 
zones 
and 
Berlin be fully restored." 
Secretary Marshall says in the 
note that 
the United States 
"is 
ready as a first step to participate 
in negotiations in Berlin among 
the four allied occupying author­ 
ities” for the settlement of out­ 
standing disputes. 
However, 
he 
flatly declares it is "a pre-requisite 
that the lines 
of communication 
and the movement of persons and 
goods between the United King­ 
dom, the United States and the 
French sectors in Berlin and the 
western zone shall have been fully 
restore ■ ’’

The Farme r and the Urban Way of Liv ing 


Listen to the Fayette 
County 
farmer, 


back from a trip to Cincinnati: 
“Y es~I enjoyed my trip to the city But 


it tired me out. So much traffic, so many 


people hurrying, so much darned noise! I 
lik e to go to the city occasionally, 
but 
I 
couldn’t stand to live there!” 
And listen to the man from 
Cincinnati, 
talk ing about a trip to the country: 
“Yes—ifs nice enough out in the coun­ 
try. But I couldn't really stand it for 
too 
long. I t s so eerie and quiet out there, and 
there's nothing to do. It s 
ok ay 
once 
in 
a while out in the country, but I 
c ould n t 
stand to live there!” 
Here are 
two individuals—one an ex­ 
p onent of the rural life. the other a city man 
both Americans, both doing days of hard 
work on the farm or in the office. Both are 
p artners in the 
big business 
venture 
in 
which everyone cooperates — the United 


States. 
In these days of fast tra%cl and com m u­ 
nication, the city and country 
are 
much 
closer together. A Fayette County farm er 
seek ing entertainm ent, for example, 
can 
m ak e a trip to Washington C H for a m ov­ 
ie in a m atter of minutes. In an hour or 
two he can see the Reds or the Red Birds 
play, or can attend an OSU football game. 
The country is available, too, to the man 
who w ants to quiet his jangled nerves. But 
is he not just as nervous after an auto trip 
home on a Sunday evening? 
George Sok olsk y, whose column appears 
regularly on this page, agreed substantially 
with these conclusions when he sp^k t at 
the Montana School of Mines commence­ 


ment. 
He declared: 
“The physical basis of our own civiliza­ 
tion is agriculture and mining; the utiliza­ 
tion of the products of mines and oil wells 
for the increase in the efficiency of agri­ 
culture. 
“It is because of this that 
our 
farm ers 
have never become peasants. Early in our 
history, our farm ers learned to substitute 


m achinery made of iron and steel for the 


labor of man. 
“The reaper, the combine, 
the tractor, 


(he automobile, varieties of motors, elec­ 


tricity, the telephone, the num erous m a­ 


chines for cleaning, cooling, freezing, ster­ 


ilizing the products of the farm, m ade of 


American agriculture a calling which re­ 


duced the distance between city and coun­ 


try. between urban and rural populations. 


“The automobile and the telep hone have 


actually obliterated thai distance, so that 


in this country, as in few others, the farm ­ 


er increasingly lives on an urban standard 
of life.” 
Indeed, the farm er has the advantages 
of healthful, outdoor 
although physically 
strenuous work - and k eeps the advantages 
of urban recreation and .shopping 


Hope For Olde r Me n 


Since the w ar’s ending, with consequent 
reconversion in many lines 
of work 
and 
the complete stoppage 
in others, 
many 
men 40 years of age and older have found 
themselves out in the cola. 
An organization 
in Chicago 
is finding 
places for many of these older men form er­ 
ly of executive 
or 
adm inistrative 
rank . 
The Men Over Forty Club has placed 700 
m em bers in executive positions, 
and its 
p resident, T Harvey G dm our, told an in­ 
terview er that industrial leaders are find­ 
ing a need for many p ersons 
of 
m ature 
judgm ent and experience. There is always 
a m ark et for p roven ability, p erformance, 
and accomplishment, according to Gdm our. 
This is true not only of men of the cali­ 
ber needed for executive posts. An organi­ 
zation p erforming the same service for the 
rank and file of work ers would undoubt­ 
edly find that many sup ervisory jobs and 
others requiring not speed and precision 


5o much as p ainstak ing effort and a back ­
